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A TIME FOR CAUTION 


Delegates to the London wheat confer- 
ence must be conscious of a distinct chilli- 
ness in the atmosphere. When they as- 
sembled the newspapers of the metropolis 
either ignored the gathering or expressed 
the wishful opinion that it will not amount 
to anything. And there is only too good 
reason to suppose this lack of sympathetic 
interest is a reflection of the sentiment of 
the British public generally 

It is evident beyond any reasonable 
doubt that the conference is regarded in 
Britain simply as an attempt on the part 
of the wheat-exporting countries to frame- 
up a scheme to exploit the British con- 
sumer, by regulating the supply to the 
point of arbitrarily raising the price. The 
paper which expresses the views of the 
MacDonald Government openly charged 
that the object was to “increase the price 
of bread to the workingman.” 

In the circumstances it is plain that 
the conference might easily do more harm 
than good to the wheat-growers in Canada 
and the other great producing states, The 
growers will be lucky if the conference 
does not by its action confirm the already 
existing impression that the exporting 
countries are entering into a conspiracy 
to dictate prices to the consumers in Bri- 
tain and other importing countries. 


STREET PARADES 


Protests against the proposal that the 
chief of police be given power to forbid 
strcet parades probably arise out of the 
circumstances of the time, rather than be- 
cause of the nature of the proposal itself. 


If it were not that there are a large 
number of unemployed men in the city, 


who want to stage an occasional march- 
out as a means of reminding the public of 
their plight, it is likely that little or no 
objection would be taken to the idea that 


there should be some established way of 
regulating parades 
A parade necessarily involves more or 


less interference with traffic, that is with 
the free use of the streets by the public, 
It is a reasonable proposition that when 
such an interruption is planned the police 
should have notice that it is to occur, and 
should also be authorized to say when it 
may take place and on what streets. 

If assurance were given to the unem- 
ployed that there is no intention to arbi- 
trariiy prevent them holding parades 
when these would not unduly interfere 
with the right of the public to the use of 
the streets, that would remove any appre- 
hension that may be behind the protests. 
This assurance could the more readily be 
given because, while there have been 
many unemployed parades during the win- 
ter, there has seldom been any serious in- 
terference with traffic or with publie or- 
der, 


Is TREE- PL ANTI NG 


In twenty years of “negotiation between 
successive Dominion and provincial gov- 
ernments, relative to the transfer of the 
natural resources to provincial control, 
one highly important matter seems to 
have been overlooked, or if it was not 
overlooked there was failure to translate 
the conclusions into clauses in the transfer 
agreements, 

The Dominion Government wants to 
close out the tree nurseries at Indian Head 
and Sutherland, in Saskatchewan, and to 
drop the understanding that another 
would be started in Alberta; for the rea- 
son that these services cost a good deal of 
money, and that money is a scarce com- 
modity around the federal treasury. For 
the same sufficient reason, the provinces 
protest that they are in no position to un- 
dertake the expense, and urge the federal 
authorities to carry on the work. 

The primary purpose of these nurs- 
eries of course is to encourage and facill- 

ate the planting of trees, on farms as well 

as in forest reserves. Seedling trees are 
grown at the nurseries and distributed at 
small cost to farmers who wish to set out 
windbreaks or create wood lots. That this 
purpose has been attained to a marked 
degree is unquestionable. The shelter belts 
now to be found on numberless farms in 
what was originally “bald-headed”’ prairie 
country establish that point. 

But it is pertinent to remember that 
planting trees in open country has other 
results than the improvement of the ap- 
pearances of farmsteads and the provision

west could be changed into a park country, 
there is no doubt that its semi-arid char- 
acter would be considerably modified, The 
extension of tree planting on the prairics 
is thus a matter with real bearing upon 
the success of agriculture and the pros- 
perity of the farmers 

In view of that accepted fact, the Do- 
minion Government should not take any 
haggling attitude about the carrying on of 


‘tree nurseries and any other service di- 


rectly involved in promoting the object for 
which these are maintained. The Govern- 
ment certainly cannot absolve itself from 
responsibility to assist western agricul- 
ture at a time when it is directly under- 
taking to promote the welfare of other 
branches of productive industry in other 
parts of the Dominion. And one way in 
which it can undoubtedly do that, and do 
it permanently, is to carry on the work of 
growing trees and distributing them 
among prairie farmers.

Wage reductions in response to such conditions 
are not economy. They do not lower, but increase 
labor costs, They raise sales costs more than they 
reduce production costé. They do not bring any pro- 
portionate lowering of prices, and in any case lower 
prices do not stimulate consumption under the con- 
ditions of insecurity which accompany wage cults 


They do not help business by stimulating exports, be- 
cause our prosperity depends largely on the domestic 
tot the foreign market, and our foreign trade has 
been built on superior products and low costs, not on 
cheap labor 

Any concern can be excused for resorting to wage- 
surgery instead of management-medicine for survival, 
but to assert that the general lowering of wages which 
results from this kind of cure is in any respect a 
benefit to the country, that it is in the slightest de- 
gree a remedy for unemployment, or that it in any 


way promotes recovery trom depression 1s an eco- 
nomic fallacy 
We are quite impartial about this; some bankers 


and business men may say it and believe il; it is a 
fallacy just the same.—Business Week (New York).
